high  consumption  of  15O  pounds  of  meat  per  capita,  we  are  facod  with  a  po&sible 
115  pounds  per  capita  for  this  second  quarter.    Tne  demand  (if  it  could  be  met) 
would  probably  be  for  about  I65  pounds.    The  principal  reasons  for  the  reduction 
are  the  smaller  pig  crop  and  the  hi<^  military  desasjids  for  meat.    In  the  second 
(|uarter  of  this  y^ar,  even  the  military  demand  has  been  cut  owing  to  the  inability 
to  meet  all  requi:fement8o    The  prospects  now  are  that  during  April  we  civilians 
will  have  II9  or  120  pounds  per  capita  (annual  rate)  but  in  May  and  June  the  amount 
will  be  smaller,  snaking  an  average  of  II5  pounds  for  the  quarter.

We  feel  tiimt  State  ccxamittees  have  accoopli&hed  much  during  the  last  year. 
One  result  of  their  coordinated  effort  has  been  the  «iact!nent  of  State  legifr= 
lation  on  enriched  white  flour  and  b?ead«   Bills  have  been  initiated  or  sponsored 
by  nutrition  coisrittees.   We  do  not  have  a  final  report,  as  this  legislation  is 
in  ^^ious  stages  of  enactai^to   We  do  know  that  2S  States  have  worked  on  the 
enrichffient  prog^:«,  and  that  legislation  has  beer,  passed  in  lb  States,  Five 
of  the  southeae^m  States  have  passed  bills  on  the  OTrichment  of  degeensix^ted 
corn  products o 

J^iany  State  laitrition  coBmittses  ere  coordinj^ting  their  efforts  on  Victory 
Oardens,  home  focd  preservation,  school  lunches,  and  wozicahops  for  training 
lunchroon  works??.,   A  nuaber  of  cosmittees  are  cc^operatii^  on  nutrition  education 
workshops  for  te^ichers  in  the  elementary  grades,  to  help  them  incorporatt^ 
nutrition  in  thr)  public  school  curriculuQ„    Several  States  have  been  sticceseful 
in  ^tting  nutri 'ion  education  introduced  in  the  parochiel  schools. 

One  of  the  uost  important  and  difficult  acccisplishments  of  State  cc^snitteos 
has  been  to  get  local  coraxittee-s  to  discover  their  probl«ae,  based  on  individual 
coBsimnity  reeds.    However,  sojne  of  the  Statee  have  not  been  able  to  find  out 
just  %mat  their  needs  are„    S<Mne  States  have  been  noaklng  dietaxy  and  food  habits

Stato  mtritloa  coBsniitt«ai  aBsacsa  rsaponeiHllty  for  the  "broad 
plana  for  the  nutrition  progmn  in  ttie  State.   Local  cooiBiitt^ds  interpret  neads 
and  plan  actioR  prograsts  for  their  oim  cc^snunltles.    It  is  here  that  3^€itmtiTe 
secretaries  have  l)aen  able  to  make  the  program  ssore  effectiir*.

VRo  WILSISS:  About  two  years  ago  «hen  Mr„  ^ilnon  was  preparing  for  district 
meetings  ol'  Stat^  Bxtension  Directcra  in       York  City«  S^effiphie,  Chicago^  and 
Ssin  FrsBCificOs      asked  us  to  put  on  a  nutrition  clinic  demons trat ion  at  each 
meetings    ^ince  t,bat  time  State  h^th  departstents  have  been  int^ested  in  havizj^ 
similar  destonstr^itions.    So  far,  37  nutrition  clinic  demonetrations  ha^e  been 
held.   AeQvests  for  similar  help  have  cffioe  in  frcxa  all  i}ut  3  States,  Hequeets 
are  increasing  i»  number  from  medical  school  d  and  we  try  to  meet  these  requests 
i^ien  we  ars  in  the  particular  area  concerned. 

Even  %lth  o>jr  limited  facilities  we  hav3  found  different  problems  in 
different  I'egions  of  the  country.   About  2^  years  ago  there  was  great  interest 
in  the  use  of  iodine  for  the  treatment  ai^  prevention  of  goiter^  particularly  in 
the  Great  lakes  and  licrthwestem  Hegione,   For  emsple,  in  Utah  in  192^  a  study 
was  made  of  the  prevalence  of  goiter.    In  oste  coonty  (Beezy)  the  re^te  showed 
that  83^  perceiit  of  the  p^iulaticfn  was  affected,    CHher  counties  in  the  State 
showed  VEO^ring  d^gref^s  down  to  2b  percent  in  the  county  showing  the  lowest 
incidence.   We  inspected  graces  of  hi^  sdbool  girle^  ages  15  to  IS,  in  several 
areas  of  tlie  Northwest  and  were  surprised  at  the  aa^unt  of  goitor  found.  Severa} 
girls  had  never  i^eard  of  iodised  salt,  much  leest  used  It.   This  is  an  old  ptotHm 
that  has  been  vitji  us  for  a  long  time,   i^ut  is  the  past  few  years  Intereat  has 
lagged  in  seny  gciiterous  areas.   This  is  an  example  of  the  rise  and  fall  of 
interest  ic;  certain  problems  over  a  period  of  y^rs.    Several  St&te  nutrition 
committees  are  t'^'ylng  to  do  something  about  it  now.
